The eighty-sixth annval convention in 
session at St. Paul's church Augusta, 
completed its business today shortly 
after noon and adjourned. The final 
Session was given over largely to the 
hearing of reports on routine business, 
mostly of a statistica] nature. 

One of the most important questions 
discussed among the clergy and laity 
informally, after the convention had 
closed, was in regard to what decision 
Bishop Reese will make in choosing his 
residence. Under the canons of the 
church, he may choose any parish in 
the diocese, and there has not yet been 
the slightest intimation what direction 
his choice will take, though the nat- 
ural probability is he will make Au- 
gusta or Savannah his headquarters, No 
matter what his action, the parish he 
chooses will be honored in receiving 
him.

Council Committee Will Make 
Two Reporls on the 
Hospital Rules 


MAJORITY OF COMMITTEE 
WERE FOR NEW COLLEGE 


Debate on Merits of Two Hospitals 
Lasted Three Hours, and at 
Times the Talks Were Very 
Warm—Action of the 
Committee, 


After hearing a three-hour debate 
between the two rival medical colleges, 
as to which was the better school, and 
which ought to get hold of the Grady 
hospital, the council committee on hos- 
pitals and charities, got tied up last 
night. with the result that there will 
be two reports made to the council 
next Monday. 

The majority report will favor an 
amendment of the rules of the hospital 
so as to enlarge the medical board and 
allow both colleges an equal represen- 
tation, and will permit bedside teaching 
provided it applies to the whole hos- 
pital, instead of the wards. The mi- 
nority report will be for the rules just 
as they were made by the board of 
trustees. 

Nearly every physiciar in Atlanta 
was present and also a large number 
of medical students. The debate wax- 
ed warm at times, and there was sme 
hot shot in some of the talks. 

The Meeting Opens Up. 

Dr. Longino gtated that he had called 
the committee in public meeting to 
hear from all who wished to be heard 
on the question of bedside training at 
the Grady hospital. He said that ev- 
erybody could talk, and if they didn't 
get through another meeting’ would be 
held, 


Dr, Longino offered as an amendment 
tod. the rutes—tiitt the medical toutd 


should consist 6f ‘eignteen! physicians, 
to be elected the first of January, for 
One year, the board to consist of three 
sections (a), (b) and (c). 

The first section to consisto f repre- 
sentatives from the Atlanta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons as fol- 
lows, two physicians, two surgeons, one 
Synecologist and one ophthalmologist; 
the second section of like representation 
from .the Atlanta School of Medicine; 
the third section of a like number of 
physicians from the non-collegiate pro- 
fession. The first two sections to be 
elected annually by the trustees on 
nomination by the two colleges. Upon 
organization the medical board 
make al] rules for the treatment 
patients. 

Dr. E. G. Jones, of the School of 
Medicine, made the first talk, giving 
a history of his college and of its suc- 
cess. He said there was no conceivable 
reason why one college should be more 
favored than the other. He fead state- 
ments about other cities to show that 
all medical colleges in the same city 
were treated alike and without dis- 
crimination in regard to the use of 
public hospitals. e 

Dr. Willis Westmoreland asked Dr. 
Jones several questions, among which 
was, if the School of Medicine hadn’t 
agreed in the first year to take all 
the students at the same price for four 
years, and wouldn’t this account for 
the large attendance. 

Dr. Jones replied that the fees had 
been raised arid the attendance was still 
increasing. He then proceeded to dis- 
cuss the question of equal representa- 
tion at the Grady hospital. 

He concluded by saying that the 
Grady hospital was already in politics 
and the changes proposed for the medi- 
cal staff can cause no confusion. 

Dr. Westmoreland asked if there had 
ever been any request made to the 
trustees for the proposed changes. 

Dr. Jones replied that it had been 
brought very pointedly to its attention. 
Things Warmed Up. 

Then things began to warm up. Dr. 
J. C. Johnson asked Dr. Jones if he 
claimed that the Atlanta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons was a private 
corporation. And he asked Dr. W. J. 

Kendrick the same question. 

As matters began to show signs of 
strong feeling, between the physicians 
of the rival colleges, Chairman Longino 
called everybody to order. 

Dr. Baird spoke next. He said there 
was a systematized effort to. coerce 
the trustees into adopting measures 
of which they do not approve. 

“If the trustees had been coerced,” he 
said, “all the talk about philanthropy and 
poor folks receiving bedside treatment 
would have ceased. The best thing to 
ido is to let the trustees have charge of 
hospital affairs... They know better what 
to do than members of council. The plan 
proposed by Dr. Longino’s amendment 
would tend to bring the hospital direct- 
ly into politics. In regard to bedside 
training, he said that it was his experi- 
ence that féw patients wanted absolute 
privacy and many. wish to contribute 
something for the treatment they re- 
ceive. 

Dr. Baird read:a letter sent out by 
Dr. Jones, in which he unged all of his 
medical friends to come out to the meet- 
ing. 

Dr. Kendrick asked Dr. Baing if he 
thought the trustees were more capabi¢ 
of making rules than Dr, Longino, the 
author of the amendment. 

Councilman Harman said he did not 
think members of the committee should 
be involved in the discussion,

Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Capers Says Government Won't 
Interfere So Long One Mem-

Washington, February 1!4.—(Special.J— 
The United States government, through 
John G. Capers, commissioner of internal 
revenue, in a letter to an anxious in- 
quirer in Savannah, writes that there 
is hope for the “locker clubs.” If mem- 
bers will be real careful, he assures the 
gentleman, whose name he is kind 
enough to withhold, there will be no in- 
terference on the part of Uncle Sam. 
But members must be very careful or 
else they may be pounced upon and view- 
ed through ‘the eyes of the law 
as retail liquor merchants. As long 
however, as members keép their own 
“private stock” in their lockers and re- 
fuse to. sell to a member .who, through 
lack of providence, unusual thirst ofr 
other reason has suffered hig stock to 
be depleted, there will'be no trouble, 
But beware the: wrath of the internal 
revenue ina@pector should it become 
known that a member transferred 4 
drinkx or drinks .to a fellow member for 
a consideration. 

In ‘his opinion, Mr.. Capers says: 

‘Sf-an incorporated club has lockers in 
which the member -:places* the liquor he 
desires to drink,’,the.liquors not having 
been purchased from . the club and no 
sale is made by theg lub, but each’ mem- 
ber uses his own liquor, then no special 
tax liability is, incurred. 

‘I may say that these unincorporated 
clubs in.which the members ‘have their 
lockers. for the ‘storage of-their.liquors 
will of-mecessity have to be*extremely 
careful. that: they; do. not: render them- 
selves liable in some manner to,the spe- 
cial tax‘sof a retail liquor dealer,,; but 
there will be no unusval or special con- 
struction. of the’ law to fit the ‘state of 
Georgia. " What is’ unlawful elsewhere 
will/be held unlawful there, and what is 
lawful elsewhere will be permitted there, 
so far.as the administration-of the in- 
ternal revenue laws is concerned.”

FIGHTING FLAMES 


Deputy Chief Kruger, of New 
York, . Perishes, 


NO SALE WILL BE ALLOWED|HE PLUNGED INTO CELLAR

And Perished in 6 Feet of Water. 


Kruger Was the Most Beloved of 
Fire Fighters of New York. 
He Never “Sent” But 
“Led.” 


New York, February 14.—"Big- 
Hearted Charley” Kruger, best be- 
loved of New York’s fire fighters, met 
today the death had defied for 
thirty-six years, 

From the day in 1872, when a lad of 
20 years, he entered the department, 
vVeputy Fire Chief Charles W. Kruger 
had never known physical fear. To his 
mates he seemed to be a charmed life. 
Something of this feeling may have 
possessed the deputy, for when the un- 
form was removed from the lifeless 
body today, a newspaper clipping, flut- 
tered from a pocket that had covered 
his heart. The clipping told of a seem- 
ingly miraculous escape from death in 
early boyhood, and the story bore the 
headline: 

“This boy wasn’t born to be killed.” 

Department Feels Blow. 


Not. since the death of Chief Bres- 
nan has -the department felt a blow 
as keenly as it did this last stroke of 
the ill-fertune which has been with it 
ever since the Parker building fire, in 
which three men lost their lives, and 
followed to the recent Worth street 
fire in which two’were killed. 

It was a common’ remark that Kru- 
ger never “sent,” byt always ‘“‘led,” 
and when his cheery, cal], “Come. on, 
boys,’ rang out for the last time, a 
dozen men were at‘his heels..: The sit- 
uation was desperate. The buildings at 
215 .and 217° Canal street’ wWetfe © in 
flames, and the whole block was 
threatened. Chief Croker had refused 
to order his men.into the buildings,

“Chief, there’s no, hope of getting into 
the. basement -of. 217," the. grizzled dep- 
uty had said. “Our only. chance;is to 
go down into the cellar of 215-and cut 
a hole through the Separating walls. 
Come on, boys.” 

Splash and Then a Cry. 


Into the cellar filled with smoke and 
overwhelming fumes’ from melted. gas 
pipes, the men threw themselves. Grop- 
ing in advanc, Kruger stumbled through 
a trap door and presently was flunder- 
ing helplessly in 6 feet of water. Una- 
ble to see, the other, men hard a splash 
and: then a cry:. “Save me, Andy.” 

“Andy”. had driven. his chief to.his 
first: fire, and shadowed him into every 
succeeding danger...Ten minutes later 
‘the ‘unconscious form: of “Big-Hearted 
Charley". was stretched on’‘the pave- 
metn, and Chief Croker on his” knees 
by the side’ of Charley, said to the de- 
partment -surgeon:, “For God. sake~do 
something.”’ 

Resort was had to. every, expedient, 
but - before his last ‘fire had» Burned 
itself “the soot-grimmed fighter was 
dead.’ Rising’ to his feet, Chief.Croker 
‘Slipped his coat from his back. and 
spreading it over the face of his depu- 
ty, clambered into his big red machine.

TYLER, TEXAS, Is RAVAGED, 
12 PERSONS PROBABLY KILLED 

Tyler, February 1!4.—Tyler was 
swept by the most disastrous tornado in 
its history this morning about 4 o'clock. 
Coming up from the southwest the storm 
Swept over the main residence section 
of the city, leaving a trail of death and 
devastation. 

The known dead in Tyler at this hour 
number four—C. A. Francis, agent of 
The Dallas News; his wife and child, 
about one year old, and a negro named 
Mose Lee, 80 years of age. 

Francis was about twenty-eight years 
of age and occupied a high place in the 
esteem of his fellow townsmen. His 
dead bedy was found 100 yards from his 
wrecked home and the body of his child 
was foung in the street. Mrs. Francis 
was in the wreckage of the building. 

Death List Will Reach 12. 

Six seriously injured had been report- 
ed at noon. They were Irwin Franklin, 
(Mrs. Franklin and four Franklin chil- 
dren. One of the children is expected to 
die. They were caught in the wreck- 
age of their home. ti is expected that 
the death list in Tyler will reach twelve 
and the number of injured two score or 
more. 

Twelve buildings were wreckeg and in 
the confusion which exists it is difficult 
to compile an accurate list of the casual- 
ties. 

Wires are down in all directions from 
Tyler, and while reports from farmers 
who are hastening in to ascertain the 
extent of the damage, are to the effect 
that farm houses all around Tyler were 
biown down, it is impossible to ascer-

The 
Plan of the minority in the senate for 
the government to issue $$00,000,000 of 
treasury notes, and to use them in pay- 
ing the expenses of the government, 
that they might find their way into 
al} the channels of trade, was advocated 
by him. 

Mr. Clay said there are now in cir- 
culation $350,000,000 of treasury notes, 
not costing the government. any thing, 
and performing all the functions of 
money, and that this amount could be 
easily increased $500,000,000 without 
in any way disturbing our finances. 


No Benefit to the South. 


State bonds, city bonds and municipal 
bonds of the south and west, he con- 
tended, were now being held by east- 
ern capitalists, and that the south and 
east could not secure any additional 
circulation by making these bonds a 
basis of circulation, as they had _ al- 
ready been sold in the east. He de- 
Clared that the class of railroad bonds 
mentioned in the Aldrich bill applied 
solely to the railroads of the east, and 
that the railroads of the south and 
west had never paid dividends, as pro- 
vided in the Aldrich bill. The bill, he 
declared, was drawn in favor of the 
rich and powerful, enabling them to 
control the money issues, and it was 
not in the interests of the American 
people. He declared he stood by the 
doctrine once advocated by John (GC. 
Calhoun, Thomas Benton and Andrew 
Jackson that our money ought to be 
fold and silver and paper money, is- 
sued by the gomernment. He ridiculed 
the idea that additional treasury notes 
would depreciate, because we did not 
have the gold to redeem them. 

“If the Aldrich bill -becomes a law, 
Said Mr. Clay, “the government guaran- 
tees the redemption in gold of the ad- 
ditional notes {issued by the national 
banks. Would not this be as great a 
Strain on the gold ré@serves as treasury 
notes?”. } 

People Prefer Paper Money. 


Senator Clay contended that the peo- 
ple prefer paper money, and_ that 
there was no raid on the treasury now 
to have the paper money redeemed in 
gold. He did not maintain that an 
unlimited amount of paper money could 
be issued, but said the tssue should be 
guarded and limited in amount to meet 
the needs and actual-demands of the 
country. He criticized severely the 
financial policy of the government in 
the past in making bonds and all of 
government obligations redeemable in 
gold. 

“But,”’ said Senator Clay, “if our paper 
issue should be carefully guarded and 
limited in quantity and made a legal 
tender in the payments of debts, pos- 
Sessing and enjoying all the functions 
of money, then it will not depreciate in 
value, and will be as good as gold and 
silver, because it wil] have back of it 
the entire resources of this great re- 
public—all of our agricultural products, 
all of our banking capital, all of our 
real estate, and all of our property 
every class and kind—just the same

Obligations of the United States. 
Clay on Fiat Money. 


“Talk about fiat money,” said the 
Senator, ‘‘all of the paper money we 
have in circulation today, except the 
gold certificates, is fiat money to a 
large extent—your national bank note 
is based upon the bonds of the Unit- 
ed States, and while they are re- 
deemable in gold, no one will contend 
that we have the gold to redeem them. 
They are good because the pledges of 
the government are behind them, and 
they have been made money by an act 
of congress and legal tender in the 
payment of debts.’’ 

Senator Clay said that it would be a 
sad day for this country when con- 
gress should absolutely surrender the 
sovereign right to regulate the circula- 
tion medium and leave it to individuals 
and corporations. Then he said the 
country would gradually be owned by 
the banking associations. 

Congress was criticized by him for 
allowing a surplus of $300,000,000 to ac- 
cumulate in the treasury. If this 
money was not needed to pay the ex- 
penses of the government, he said, it 
ought to have been left in the hands 
of the people. A well regulated gov- 
ernment, city or state, he said, never 
collected from its citizens taxes that it 
did not need to pay the expenses of 
the government.

Senator Hopking asked how the sen- 
ator from Georgia would get his cur- 
rency in circulation, and Mr. Clay re- 
plied that it would get in circulation 
after it had been paid out by the gov- 
ernment to meet its expenses. 

Lodge Wants Central Bank. 


Senator Lodge recalled that the gold 
the plan of having the government is- 
equal to two-thirds of the paper of all 
kinds in circulation, whereas in Eng- 
land the gold reserve ts but one-third 
of the circulating medium. So far as 
he was concerned, he did not approve 
the plan of giving the government is- 
Bue any money except gold and silver. 
He was glad to have all paper with- 
drawn. He did not want to see the gov- 
ernment in the banking business. He 
preferred to see all paper money issued 
by the banks against gold reserve, 
which he thought was a sound business 
way. He did not like a bond-secured 
currency. 

“I prefer to have a central bank of 
issue, as they have in other great na- 
ions,’’ said Mr. Lodge. 

“T hope,” added Mr. Lodge, “‘this gov- 
ernment will never again go into tne 
business of printing money.” 

Senator Teller spoke briefly, saying 
he wanted to make it clear that the 
issuing of money is not banking bus!- 
ness. 

“It is the exercise of a sovereign 
power,” he said. “Where would we have 
been today if we had not slipped in 
and helped the banks? They were cer- 
tainly unable to do business without 
government aid.’’ 

“If.” interposed Mr. Lodge, “we had 
a system like England, France or, best 
of all, Germany, the banks would have 
been able to meet the emergency.’’ 

Mr. Teller said when the gold stand- 
ard law was enacted in 1900 that was 
supposed to be a panacea for all of the 
ills. “He saw no reason why the gov- 
ernment should guarantee the notes of 
somebody else. But theory was one 
thing and the present necessity was 
another, to his mind. 

“This bill,’ he said, “is an attempt 
to provide practical treatment for 4a 
condition that may arise almost any 
time.”’

No sooner had the reading commenced 
than Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, of- 
fered an amendment reducing the mile- 
age allowed senators, members and del- 
egates from 20 cents to 8 cents, but 
on an objection by Mr. Englebright, 
of California, it was refused on a point 
of order. 

Macon Fights Salary Increases. 


The first attack on the increase in 
salaries of assistant secertaries of the 
several departments which the bill au- 
thorizes was made by Mr. Macon, of Ar- 
kansas, who raised a point of order 
against the increases for the assistant 
secretaries of state. 

While the matter was being discussed 
Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, made 4 
plea for increasing the salaries of the 
solicitor general and the assistants to 
the attorney general. He charged the 
appropriation committee with having 
discriminated against these offiicals. 

Mr. Macon declared that the increases, 
if made, should be under a separate 
bill, and not in an appropriation Dill. 
He gave notice that he would raise a 
point against all other increases for 
assistant secretaries. 

The point of order was sustained, 

Mr. Macon objected to increases in 
salaries proposed for other assistant 
secretaries, and when the provision af-

This 
so nettled Mr. Macon that he protested:

72 INDICTMENTS RETURNED 


Representatives of All Classes of 
Labor Employed on New Orleans

TWO WERE HUNG 
AT CARROLLTON 


Charles and Wes Summerlin 
Hung for Murder of Hon, 
Jethro Jones. 


Carrollton, Ga. February 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Charles and Wes Summerlin, two 
negroes, father and son, were hung to- 
day in the county jail here for the mur- 
der-of Hon. Jethro Jones, a wealthy 
planter, of Carroll county, on Novem- 
ber 29, of last year. 

A large crowd was in the city today, 
but execution was private, those 
who were permitted to witness the ex- 
ecution being only two attending phy- 
sicilans, two ministers, newspaper re- 
porters, the court officials and the five 
sons of the murdered man. 

Wes Summerlin was placed on the gal- 
lows first. He made no statement, ex- 
cept to proclaim his innocence. The 
drop fell at 10:27 o'clock, and he was 
pronvuunced dead in twenty minutes. 

Charles Summerlin was then placed 
upon the gallows. He also denied his 
guilt, and declared that Lonzo Chad- 
ler, another negro, fired the shot. The 
drop fell for him at 11:20 o'clock, ana 
death resulted in fourteen minutes,

RECEIVER FOR LUMBER CO. 


Alexander Concern Assigns as Re- 
sult of Neal Bank Failure. 


Judge Ellis has appointed J. J. Simp- 
son receiver for the Alexander Lumber 
and Manufacturing Company, on the 
petition of Philip Alexander and others, 
who claim that the total indebtedness 
of the company is $34,300, $26,000 of 
which is in notes, and $7,500 in open 
accounts. The  receiver’s bond was 
made $10,000, 

The assets are given as $73,878.62, 
leaving a surplus of $39,578.62 over the 
Habilities. The petitioners state that 
the company is notin solvent, that it had 
a profitable business until recently, but 
it has been hampered by the lack of 
capital and banking facilities to Carry 
the necessary stock and to handle the 
volume of business required to meet the 
liabilities. This resulted, it {s alleged, 
from the failure of the Neal bank; the 
company did business there and assign- 
ed two notes of $3,000 each to the 
clearing house; because of the bank's 
insolvency it cannot furnish the line of 
credit it did in the past. 

According to the petition, the stoc¢- 
holders on Thursday passed a resolution 
to surrender the franchises and char- 
ter, to stop operations, and to ask that 
the superior court take charge of its 
assets. 

They state that they want all the 
property and asked to constitute a fund 
first for the payment of creditors and 
secondarily the stockholders.

Brown House, Macon, Ga., February 
14.—(Special.)—The third bill for in- 
junction and relief against the further 
collection of the 2 cents per hundred 
pounds on lumber to Ohio river points 
and the west by the railway § lines 
forming the Southeastern Freight As- 
sociation was filed in the federal court 
here this morning, and Judge Speer 
signed an order temporarily restrain- 
ing the lines from collecting the ex- 
tra rate from R. J. and B. F. Camp, of 
White Springs, (Fla.

New Orleans, February |4.—Secretary 
Hester's weekly New Orleans cotton 
exchange statement, issued before the 
close of business today shows a decrease 
in the movement into sight compared 
with the 7 days ending this date last 
year in ‘round figures 36,000, an in- 
erease the same’days year before last 
otf 69.000, and an increase over the 
same time in 1905 of 149,000. 

The amount brought into sight during 
the past week has been 259,746 bales, 
against 295,72! for the 7 days ending 
this date last year, 190,952 year before 


\ last and 110,664 same time in 1905. 

The movement since September ! 
shows receipts at all United States 
ports 6,652,538, against 7,787,045 last 
year, 5,962,024 year before last and 
6,838,855 same time in 1908. Overland 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and Po- 
tomac rivers to northern mills and 
Canada 435,675, against 850,685 last 
year, 618,004 year before last, and 
673,214 same time in 1905. Interior 
stocks in excess of those held at the 
close of the commercial year 398,224 
egainst 465,17! last year, 514,126 year 
before last, and 532,152 same time in 
1905: southern milis takings 1,292,000, 
against 1,349,142 last year, 1,278,251 
year before last, and 1,206,641 same 
time in 1{905. 

These make the total movement for 
the 167 days of the geason from Sep- 
tember | to date 8,778,433, against 
10,452,043 last year. 8,373,005 year De- 
fore last, and 9,250,762 same time in 
1905. 

Foreign exports for the week have
